A fter a shor 
introduction, in which the im 
portance and difficulty of tile labor question is 
referred to. and th<- im perative demand for its 
speedy solution noted, the socialistic portion is 
stated 
anti 
carefully 
review ed argum ent­ 
atively, 
the 
conclusion 
being 
reached 
that 
the 
solution 
im plied 
in 
the 
abo­ 
lition 
of 
private 
property and 
the 
substitution of common ownership tnerefor is 
delusive and untenable. The reasoning of his 
holiness does not differ sufficiently from that 
em ployed by the recognized authorities on the 
anti socialistic side to m erit special citation, 
He has evidently studied the subject thorough­ 
ly. and has consulted the leading writers of all 
countries. 
H is holiness then presents the alternative 
solution held out by the church, its doctrine 
and teachings. 
H e adm its that according to 
these teachings them selves various principles 
and elem ents not strictly religious in essence 
m ust contribute to the solution. 
First, how­ 
ever, and above all is the church, without 
which ail else is ineffectual. 
At this point his 
holiness recalls the Gospel teaching in regard 
to the relations to be observed among work­ 
men toward each other and by workmen and 
em ployers toward one another. 
He points out the fact that all that is neces­ 
sary for the m aintenance of harm .>niou# rela­ 
tions between m asters and men is the carrying 
out of tne sim ple injunctions of Scripture. 
The observ anre of th** Christian spirit as in­ 
sisted upon in tile inspired w ritings is the true 
solution. 
Th** fulfillm ent of the m utual obliga­ 
tions of justice, resulting in friendly and even 
brotherly union between em ployer and em ­ 
ployed, is not only practicable but in a worldly 
sense beneficial to both interests. 
It is the 
teaching of Christ that all men m ust live to­ 
gether in unity as the m em bers of one family. 
The church not only keeps this teaching in 
mind but earnestly strives to bring it into 
actual practice, 
and 
does 
its 
utm ost to 
bring the working classes all the moral and 
m aterial helps which can be provided for their 
advantage. 
The activity of the church in 
charitable performance is dw elt upon as one 
instance of the practical carrying out of the j 
Christian spirit of m utual aid.

There is also evidence that his 
holiness is in sym pathy to a marked degree 
with the position taken by Cardinal Gibbons in 
regard to the rights of labor. 
Descending to 
particulars, the docum ent 
m aintains that the state not only has the 
right but is imposed with the duty to inter­ 
fere between parties whenever its interven­ 
tion becom es necessary in order to carry out 
its function of protecting the common rights 
of all and the equitable general welfare. In elu­ 
cidating this point the encyclical declares that 
one of the chief objects for which the protect­ 
ive action of the state is needed is the protec­ 
tion of private property, the preservation of 
public tranquilly and the securing of the ad­ 
vantage of workmen, w hether m ental or physi­ 
cal. 
The encyclical passes on to the considera­ 
tion of the various questions bearing on the 
necessity of Sabbath rest, recreation in the 
shape of festivals, the utility of strikes, the 
proper adjustm ent of wages, etc.

SOME WELL KNOWN FACES. 


C A N F O R E S T V I R E S B E S T O W E D ? 
T he forest fires now raging 
in 
different parts of the country carry a 
stern w arning of w hat m ay happen if 
we continue to neglect m easures for 
th eir 
prevention. 
T his year these 
forest fires are unusually widespread. 
Tw o w eeks ago they were started 
am ong the pines of New Jersey, and 
men, women and children had to Hee 
to save th eir lives. 
Now lum ber and 
farm ing tow ns are threatened in Wis­ 
consin w ith annihilation. 
In Michi­ 
gan m any villages have been wiped 
out, and men, women and children 
fought the flames day and night. 
At 
M anistee, 
on Lake M ichigan, there 
has been no rain since the snow dis 
appeared, and results are feared as 
disastrous as those of th e g reat tires 
of 1870. 
The fact th a t these forest fires oc 
cur year after year w ith every spring 
drouth and die out only from lack of 
m aterial or because 
of 
opportune 
rains, shows clearly th a t th ere is 
lu ck of definite precautions on the 
subject. 
T he destruction is enormous. 
T he New York T ribune is responsible 
for th e statem ent th a t in th e census 
year of 1880 more th an 
10,000,000 
acres were burned over in th e U nited 
States, and over'$25,000,000 w orth of 
property was consumed. 
W ith proper 
precautions nearly all this m ight have 
been saved. 
Most of the present fires 
have doubtless sprung 
from flames 
kindled by farm ers to clear their land. 
a t a tim e w hen th e floor of the woods 
w a s 
thickly 
strew n 
w ith 
tinder- 
dry brush and leaves. 
A few weeks 
later, when th e trees are leafy and full 
of sap, th is danger would have been 
greatly dim inished. 
B ut a fire which, 
th ro u g h carelessness or inadvertence, 
once gains headw ay in a dry forest 
m ay u tterly defy hum an efforts to a r­ 
rest it. 
The tim e to tight a forest fire is 
w hen it begins. 
T hat, unfortunately, 
is ju st the tim e w hen nobody pays any 
heed to it. 
W hat is everybody's busi­ 
ness is nobody's business, and it is on­ 
ly w hen homes and lives are endang­ 
ered th a t those threatened unite in a 
common cause. A pretty theory favors 
th e creation of broad alleyw ays in the 
forests, designed to break the journey 
of th e flames. These have been tried in 
Europe, and are a p art of the forest- 
planting scheme in Kansas. But w hat 
alleyw ay could stop conflagrations like 
those 
in 
M ichigan, w here 
blazing 
brands are caught up by the w ind and 
carried for hundreds of yards? An or­ 
ganized fire patrol, on th e other hand, 
could probably perform effective ser­ 
vice. 
T here is alw ays smoke from a 
grow ing fire to show its w hereabouts, 
and im m ediate recognition ef a duty 
to extinguish it would be an im port­ 
an t first step. 
Y ears ago forests in 
th is country w ere considered an inhos­ 
pitable incum brance, to be got rid of 
as cheaply as possible. 
Now. th eir 
value is b e tte r appreciated. 
But com­ 
prehensive m easures for th eir preserva­ 
tion have yet to be devised.
